Schlemmer speaks to Legislature

Campus security measures are 
inefficient and the lack of ad- 
equate lighting and visibility of 
campus police discourage many 
students from taking night classes 
at CSUS, according to ASI Presi- 
dent Sandra Schlemmer. 

Schlemmer, addressing the 
state Senate Budget and Fiscal 
Review Committee on Thursday, 
called for campuses to actively 
improve security by providing 
students with escort services and 
better lighting. 

Her attempts to have this issue 
addressed have consistently met 


_with resistance. since there are . 
“not enough funds available to | 


improve the situation,” she said. 

“I know that once a month, 
campus police do a walk-through 
on campus to tell Facilities Man- 
agement about lights that need to 
be replaced or shrubs that need to 
be trimmed. That’s not adequate,” 
Schlemmer said. 

She also criticized university 
police’s lack of visibility on cam- 
pus, citing the need for more com- 
munity-based policing. 

“The bicycle patrol instituted 
at Sac State seems only to operate 
in fair weather in the daytime; 
and even at that, they really do 
not interact with the students or 
try to get to know them,” she said. 

A visible security force serves 
as a “security blanket” for the 
community members, and as a 
deterrent to crime, according to 
Schlemmer, a criminal justice

major. 
“The feeling of safety is im- 


portant on campus,” she said. = - 


Schlemmer admitted that it 
would. be. more difficult.for.uni-, 
versity police to get to know stu- 
dents because of the transient na- 
ture of the campus community, 
but stressed that it should still be 
tried. 

“If students have classes at 
night, they can call campus secu- 
rity for an escort, even after the 
night shuttle closes,” she said. 
“A lot of people don’t know that.” 

Schlemmer pointed out that 
colleges, like many small com- 
munities, like to think that strang- 
ers are the perpetrators of the 
crimes that occur on campus. 

Universities must balance 
keeping a safe campus environ- 
ment and encouraging the public 
to visit, Schlemmer pointed out. 

Schlemmer, the only student 
to speak to the committee, was

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New system acts as mentor for high school and transfer students

Gone are the days when students 
had to hand-write each admission 
application and lick stamp after 
stamp, all fora chance to learn in the 
California State University system. 

Now those high school students 
interested incoming to CSUS orany 
of the other CSU campuses can ap- 


ply via the World Wide Web. 

“We expect over 500,000 visitors to 
the web site within the first year,” said 
Allison Jones, CSU senior director of 
Access and Retention. 

CSU launched an online admissions 
program earlier this month with an 
ambitious addition — an online 
“mentoring” program that will domore 
than just assist students filling out the 
online application. 


The mentoring program will allow 
students early preparation for admis- 
sion to any of CSU’s 22 existing cam- 
puses — starting as early as their fresh- 
man year in high school. 

Besides helping students apply, the 
mentoring program assists in completing 
financial aid applications, selecting acam- 
pus just right for them, selecting a major, 
and even in selecting coursework. 

“We wanted it to be like having a 


mentor, an expert at every step of 
the process,” said Allen Firstenberg, 
president of XAP Corp., which de- 
signed the software for CSU. 

The web site, at http://www. 
csumentor.edu, allows students to 
create a private — and secure — 
database while in high school. Stu- 
dents can update their files with the

Perimeter road contract up for grabs

General contractors bidding on 
CSUS’ $7.588 million Perimeter Road 
Safety Improvements Project attended 
a mandatory conference and walking 
tour of the campus with design engi- 
neer Ed Santarosa Thursday. 

Santarosa’s design firm, CH2M 
Hill, was commissioned by the CSU 
Board of Trustees in 1992 to designa 
perimeter road that will push traffic 
to the outside of campus. The project 


is scheduled to be completed in 14 
months, after breaking ground dur- 
ing the 1997/98 Winter Break. 

The project’s funding was taken 
from the $3 billion approved for 
school facilities improvements with 
the passage of Proposition 203. 

CSUS’s decision to use Prop 203 
funds on the road has drawn the op- 
position of Bob Metcalf, a biology 
professor at CSUS. According to 
Metcalf, the project is a waste of the 
money. 

“You tell me how this is making an 


improvement in education,” he said. 

Metcalf points to Prop. 203, ap- 
proved by California voters in 1996, 
to support his claim. The legislation 
stipulates the $3 billion be used in 
higher education facilities to “con- 
struct new buildings, alter existing 
buildings and purchase equipment 
for use in these buildings.” 

But Howard Harris, the associate 
vice president of facilities manage- 
ment, said using Prop. 203 funds to 
construct or alter buildings was not 
an option. 


“Our enrollment has dropped so 
drastically, we couldn’ t justify anew 
building,” he said. 

According to Harris, if there had 
been plans for a new building, they 
would have been given priority. But 
he pointed out, “We didn’t have a 
project in the five year plan to do 
that.”

Three-acre estate on Sierra Boulevard includes basketball and tennis courts

The CSUS chapter of Tau Kappa 
Epsilon — which lost its charter from 
the national fraternity five years ago 
and was famous in its neighborhood 
for causing trouble — may have to 
buy a lot more pillows. 

A CSUS fraternity — Zeta Sigma 
— has been recruited into TKE, and 


as a benefit has been given the local 
five-bedroom house, said Mario 
Muniz, public relations officer for 
the new TKE chapter. 

The national fraternity, which 
Muniz describes as the “world’s larg- 
est,” gave its newly recruited local 
chapter an estate on more than three 
acres on Sierra Boulevard east of 
Fulton Avenue. The lot includes ten- 
nis courts and a basketball court. 

Muniz said his 53-man group 


should be moved in by the month’s 
end. And this will not be the frater- 
nity of old, said Muniz. 

“This will not be ‘Animal House,’” 
he said. “This is a TKE home. We 
don’t want to destroy it.” 

However, according to a repre- 
sentative from the Sacramento 
County Tax Assessor’s Office, the 
question is how 53 brothers will fit in 
a house with only five bedrooms, 
especially considering the former 


occupants’ alleged, past of mischie- 
vous behavior. 

“They’ ve had nothing but trouble 
with those people,” said the tax rep- 
resentative, who asked not be identi- 
fied. “The sherriff got tired of break- 
ing up parties with a helicopter fly- 
over. There was even a judge across 
the street who tried to stop them.”

olitical Islam: Challenge or threat? 


Esposito addresses the myths and realities of Islam in today’s changing world scene

For those who remember the 1980s, did 
images of Iranians chanting “death to America” 
as presented by CNN speak for the entire coun- 
try of Iran? If they did, did they also speak for 
Iran’s predominant religion, Islam? 

If the average American drew an opinion 
from CNN’s second-long images, he or she 
might gain an innacurate perception of the Is- 
lamic religion, said John L. Esposito, professor 
of Islamic studies and director of the Center for 
Muslim-Christian Understanding at Georgetown 
University. 

“The average American’s knowledge of Is- 
lam comes from political Islam,” he said. 

The political Islam that often makes head- 
lines is created by those few fundamentalists 

who twist the teachings of the religion to fit their 
needs, he said. 

“Islam becomes linked to fundamentalism, 
and fundamentalism is linked to extremism and 
radicalism,” he said.

Acts ranging from the lighting of 
firecrackers to the general harrassment 


Esposito delivered his speech, “Political Is- 
lam: Challenge or Threat?” Friday, before a 
diverse crowd that packed into a seminar room 
in Mendocino Hall. 

Esposito, who has consulted the U.S. De- 
partment of State on Middle-Eastern affairs, 
said Islam is the third-largest religion in the 
United States, and continues to grow both here 
and around the world. 

“Tt is no longer ‘Islam and the West.’ It is 
‘Islam in the West,’” he said. 

Because of this, Esposito said, people must 
look at individual countries where Islam is the 
predominant religion —and at individual people 
— before they draw conclusions about the 
Muslim religion. 

He said there is more to Islam than radical 
terrorist groups such as Islamic Jihad and 
Hezbollah. 

“The vast majority of Muslim groups are 
made up of people who wish to participate in 
society,” he said. “The government must under- 
stand the nature of these groups. If it does not, 
it will create a polarization.” 


said she does not foresee any trouble 
with the fraternity after it moves into 
the estate.

Esposito told his audience members they 
must not “tolerate” Islam, but instead be “plu- 
ralist” to the religion, meaning they should not 
just put up with Muslims, but instead be knowl- 
edgeable of the teachings and ideas they follow. 

Esposito noted that as a boy growing up in 
Brooklyn, he was never exposed to the Islamic 
culture. 

“Tdeologically and religiously we have a 
problem because Islam has never been taken 
seriously,” he said. | 

Esposito said nations such as the United 
States must also learn to deal in an even-handed 
way with the issues of democracy. He noted a 
fear that swept the Western nations after the 
Iranian revolution that brought the Ayatollah 
Khomeni to power in the 1980s. 

A fear that the same violent overthrow that 
occurred in Iran would occur in other Middle- 
Eastern countries transformed into a general 
distrust of Muslim political parties, and the 
Islamic religion in general, he said. 

Esposito then concluded governments must 
not suppress Islamic movements, as all are not

radical. He said if popular movements are sup- 
pressed, they may then spiral into violentevents.

Sa young girl growing up 

in New York City, 

Lorraine Heidecker was 
fascinated by the subject of anthro- 
pology.

Comic inspired by movies

He’s big, he’s yellow, he’s arobot 
with aconscience. Scud: The Dispos- 
able Assassin blasts his way through 
the dismal future in his self-titled 
comic book series from the indepen- 
dent company Fireman Press, Ltd. 

Scud’s future 
is bleak for hu- 
mans, who are 
less valuable than 
bullets and weap- 
ons. Scud is pro- 
grammed to self- 
destruct when he 
kills his target. He 
learns of this only 
after he has 
blasted his victim 
to within an inch 
of his life. Ironi- 
cally, Scud must 
keep his target 
alive in order to 
keep himself 
alive. So to pay for his victim’s life- 
support, Scud goes freelance. 

Rob Schrab, series creator, illus- 
trates Scud in a cinematic, choreo- 
graphed and very energetic way. Ac- 
tion scenes are drawn loosely, with 
little dialogue. If this sounds like a 
different type of comic, it is. Schrab 
admits Scud is a comic for people who 
don’ tlike comics. “All saw were these 
big guys with clenched teeth who were 





flexing, while Batman was sitting on 
a church tower crying,” he said. 

Schrab, a former standup come- 
dian, goes to great lengths to make 
“Scud” a more visceral experience 
than the average comic book. In an 
effort to create the right ambience for 
each story, he lists suggested music 
to listen to while reading. 

An avid film 
buff, Schrab 
dedicates each 
issue to a direc- 
tor he idolizes. 
Martin Scorsese, 
Sam Peckinpah 
and Quentin 
Tarantino are 
among the direc- 
tors who have re- 
ceived his recog- 
nition so far. In 
addition, he pro- 
vides the names 
of actors who he 
thinks would be 
most appropri- 
ately cast in a Hollywood adaption of 
Scud’s exploits. 

Schrab’s artwork and story lines 
draw much inspiration from movies, a 
result of Schrab’s obsession with film 
and his original desire to produce Scud 
as a movie. But with little financial 
backing, Schrab turned to comics. The 
Scud movie, however, is not a lost hope 
— filmmaker Oliver Stone recently 
purchased the film rights.

any bone to examine and 
manipulate its image. 

Heidecker is also in the 
process of translating her 
introductory anthropology 
class and formatting it for 
the Internet. If all goes as 
planned, she said, the Web 
site should be up and run- 
ning by next fall. 

“Although learning 
new technology is a 
wrenchinitially, in the long 
run it speeds the process,” 
Heidecker said. “As fac- 
ulty, we have to learn how 
to deliver technology. And 
students have to learn how 
to access it. 

“On the one hand, you're 
going to have people like 
myself who got our degrees back in the 
dream time,” said Heidecker, making a 
humorous allusion to the Australian 
aborigines’ story of genesis and their

time of a collective preconsciousness. 
“‘We’ve been teaching using the text-

“Another tier is coming up, and 
these are the new faculty who are 
arriving with a much higher level of 
techno-savvy,” she continued. “They 
will take what we’ ve done and take it 
farther with their own perspectives. 

“Learning will be different — not 
necessarily better or worse — but 
different,” she predicted. “This new 
technology will make it imperative 
that the student not be an idle re- 
ceiver. Interactivity will force the stu- 
dent to take responsibility, (and for 
instructors) to say in effect: ‘Here’s 
the book, here’s the Web site, do this. 
If you have a question, e-mail me. I'll 
meet you online in the chat room to 
the discuss this.’ That student will no 
longer be a passive recipient of knowl- 
edge.”

After hearing Elton John refer

Kendrick began to put the pieces 
together. 

“T realized that we had already 
planned to include part of Morten 
Lauridsen’s ‘Les Chansons des 
Roses’ (Songs of Roses) and it all 
sort of clicked,” he said. 

This was not the only parallel 
that ended up working in 
Kendrick’s favor. In keeping with 
the evening’s royalty theme, the 
Concert Choir and Chamber Or- 
chestra were already learning 
Mozart’s Coronation Mass. 

Kendrick then turned his at- 
tention to finding out the title and 
composer of “that marvelous 
piece” from the funeral’s closing 
ceremonies. 

As it turns out, the time spent 
gathering information on his com- 
puter was a great deal easier than 
finding a copy of the score.

and the publishers had not been 
prepared for the surge in sales. 

“The publishers were going 
crazy. These guys must have been 
working 24 hours a day, trying to 
keep up,” he said. 

Upon receiving his copy of the 
score, Kendrick’s mind was im- 
mediately made up. 

“When I actually saw the music, 
I was in absolute awe of its beauty,” 
said Kendrick. 

In his opinion, the large- 
scale demand for the piece 
is a testament to the power 
and importance of singing. 

“Really, all I can say is 
‘Thank God we can sing.’ 
This was just another ex- 
ample of the way singing 
profoundly affects people's 
lives,” Kendrick said.

information between the student and 
the most recently published journal 
findings. She acts as an intermediary 
by bringing itinto a form that will allow 
the anthropology major to access it and 
the beginning student to use it. 
Before she came to CSUS, 
Heidecker completed undergraduate 
work at New York’s Hunter College, 
focusing on archaeology. But she also 
took out insurance, she said, in the 
form of typing and shorthand courses. 
Not only were women still strug- 
gling for acceptance in the field, but 
archaeology itself presented an un- 


certain career choice. Later, with en- 
couragement from her family, 
Heidecker found herself gadding 
about the Americas doing archaeo- 
logical fieldwork that led to her re- 
ceiving a doctorate degree in anthro- 
pology from the City University of 
New York. 

At CSUS, Heidecker teaches many 
courses, notably Anthropology 1, an in- 
troductory course, and 157, a study of 
variation in human population genetics. 

Physical anthropology is her love, 
although she can still bristle in re- 
sponse to the “S” word: the often- 
controversial topic of sociobiology. 


According to Heidecker, irony 
is present in man’s relentless focus 
on gender, when in fact, Homo sa- 
piens is an exception among the 
anthropoid apes as a non-sexually 
dimorphic species. 

Sociobiological gender theories 
abound, she says. For example, one 
theory holds that men stay with 
women due to sexual receptivity 
throughout their reproductive cycles. 

“The idea of sex as a social glue... 
really tells you a great deal more 
about the relationship between men 
and women in this society than it 
does about any kind of biological

“Coltrane: The Complete 1961 Village Vanguard Recordings” serves 
as a legacy to the brilliant saxophonist’s reputation as an inspired 
performer and showcases his burgeoning skills as a group leader. 


The four-CD box set is a document of John Coltrane’s four live : 


performances at the Village Vanguard between Nov. | and 5 in 1961. 
Although any performance by Coltrane is bound to be exemplary, 

much of this collection’ s importance comes from the fact that it sheds 

light on a particularly important time in his musical development. 

These performances represent the first live document of Coltrane 
as a group leader. Seemingly confident in his newfound role; 
Coltrane’s Vanguard sets are marked by his authoritative, unmistak- 
able tone and unmatched technical skill. 

By combining his comprehensive grasp of scale formations and 
complex harmonies with his voracious practicing habit, Coltrane 
had developed a solid musical foundation from which to explore.

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Men/’s hoops tripped by Trojans in opener 
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Southern California dominates second half with quickness and physical play as Hornets fall 79-40

The Sacramento State men’s bas- 
ketball team welcomed the Univer- 
sity of Southern California Trojans to 
Memorial Auditorium in a much-an- 
ticipated opener for the Hornets on 
Sunday. Unfortunately, the Trojans 
proved to be rotten guests as they 
beat up on the Hornets 79-40. 

The.last time these two teams met 
was in 1994 and the Trojans were just 
as inhospitable then, winning the 
game 93-54. USC came into this game 
with an 0-1 record, but that does not 
say muchas its loss came at the hands 
of No. 10 New Mexico. 

The story of this game comes down 
to the inability of the Hornets to gen- 
erate any offense. The Hornets did a 
fine job of breaking the press all night 
which had been a concern coming 
into the game. 

“We were worried about the press, 
but we did well against them,” said 
Sacramento State head coach Tom 
Abatemarco. 

The problems came when the Hor- 
nets were forced into their half court 
offense, where they were not able to 
get anything going all night, which 
led to an awful 28 percent shooting 
from the floor. 

“You have to hand it to them, they 
took us out of our offense,” 
Abatemarco said. “But our guys have 
to be more patient down there.”

Things started out well for the 
Hornets as they took the opening tip 
and scored when Tad Hoogenbosch 
put back an errant shot by Jason 
Wright. From that point on, the long 
night began as the Trojans used their 
superior athleticism to run the floor 
and create open shots. 

The Hornets played decent de- 
fense against the Trojans, but it was a 
case of too many weapons for Sacra- 
mento to stop. Adam Spanich led the 
way for the Trojans, making good on 
4 of 7 three-point shots and finishing 
with 18 points on the night. The Tro- 
jans as a team shot 53 percent from 
behind the arc, converting 10 of 19, 
while shooting 52 percent from the 
floor, hitting 32 of 62 for the evening. 

The game was also a case of too 
many second and third chances for 
the Trojans, who had all but one player 
record an offensive rebound. 

On the other end of the floor, it 
was the exact opposite for Sac State. 
The Hornets were relegated to one 
opportunity each time down the 
floor, as USC was grabbing any- 
thing that came off the iron on their 
defensive end. In contrast to the 
game against Five Star Sports last 
week, the Hornets shot poorly from 
three-point range, only hitting one 
shot all night while taking 17. Jason 
Wright was the leading scorer for

Hornets cannot overcome weather conditions and Montana State Fig

The Hornet defense froze Satur- 
day night —as did its small gathering 
of fans. 

The skies cleared just in time for a 
bitterly cold evening of college foot- 
ball, but for the third week in a row 
the opposing team’s offense rained 
down on the Hornets. 

And the cold and wind were made 
to order for Montana State. 

“Our field is not usually muddy. 
It’s usually frozen,” Bobcat quarter- 
back Rob Compson said. 

The Fighting Bobcats pummeled 
Sacramento State 30-6, before an in- 
timate gathering of 2,018 Saturday 
night at Hornet Stadium. 

Before the game, MSU head coach 
Cliff Hysell was concerned about 
Sacramento State’s emotional edge, 
since it would be the final home game 


for the CSUS seniors. 3 

“I felt we had to take away the 
emotion early in the game,” Hysell 
said. “I thought the defense did a 
good job of that.” 

There was very little for anyone 
onthe home team’s side of the field to 
cheer about. At the half, the Hornets 
had run 22 plays fora total of 47 yards 
and two first downs.

Catching a huge break, the 
women’s volleyball team now con- 
trols its own destiny for hosting the 
Big Sky Tournament on Nov. 27-29. 

On Saturday night, first-place 
Eastern Washington (12-3) was 
beaten by conference foe Northern 
Arizona, allowing Sac State to move 
to within a half-game of EWU for th 
conference lead. : 

It also means the Hornets (11-3) 
only need to win their final two con- 
ference matches of the season at Idaho 
State and Weber State to assure them- 
selves of a first-place finish in the Big 
Sky and subsequent home-court ad- 
vantage throughout the playoffs. Sac 
State owns the tie-breaker with Eastern 
Washington, because they beat the 
Eagles both times they played this year. 

Winning their final two matches 
should not be a problem for the Hor- 
nets, since both Weber and Idaho 
State are at the bottom of the Big Sky 
standings. The Hornets already beat 
both teams earlier in the season. 

The winner of the Big Sky Tour- 
nament will receive an automatic 
berth into the NCAA Tournament 
played in early December. 

Sac State will need to win the Big 
Sky if they want to see any further 
post-season action, because they lost 
another non-league match earlier on 
Saturday at home against Fresno State 
15-12, 15-8, 16-14. 

Coupled with the defeat at the 
hands of Saint Mary’s last Tuesday, 
the loss to the Bulldogs has just about 
eliminated the Hornets for any pos- 
sible at-large bid into the 56-team 
NCAA Tournament. 
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“Tt’s win the Big Sky or nothing,” 
said head coach Debby Colberg. 

Fresno State (22-8) used a bal- 
anced attack of stellar defense and an 
intimidating offense to pull out the 
sweep. The Bulldogs totaled 56 kills, 
many of which came on powerful 
blasts capable of knocking downtrees, 
compared to only 39 for Sac State. 
The Hornets were also held to an 
anemic .071 hitting percentage, one 
of their lowest outputs on the season. 

After falling down 4-Oearly in game 
one, the Hornets battled back tying the 
score at 8-8. That score marked a bla- 
tant non-call by the referees that shifted 
the momentum over to the Bulldogs. 

With Sac State on serve, the Hor- 
nets dug a ball into the net that was 
simultaneously touched by a Fresno 
State player through the net. Instead 
of taking a true carom off the net to 
another Hornet player, the ball 
dropped to the floor because of the 
touch coming from the other side. 
Fresno State was awarded a side-out 
and the Bulldogs seized advantage, 
running off seven of the next 11 points 
to win the game. 

“It was really frustrating because 
when you’re making arun at a team, 
you want the officials to be on the 
ball,” said Colberg. “I didn’t think 
(the referees) were on at all tonight.” 

Games two and three did not get 
much better for the Hornets as they 
relinquished leads in both, including 
an 11-5 advantage in the third game. 
The only really bright spot in the final 
two stanzas came in game three off 
the right hand of Shannon Beatty. 
Already recognized as one of the best 
servers in the Big Sky, Beatty ran off 
six straight points while on the ser- 
vice line, including aces on back-to-

In approving the Perim- 
eter Road Safety Project, 
the CSU Board of Trustees 
have effectively put the cart 
before the horse. 

The trustees believe the 
road will prepare CSUS for 
Tidal Wave II — the group 
of 500,000 students ex- 
pected to flood CSU in the 
next five years — by sepa- 
rating pedestrians from on- 
campus traffic. Somehow, 
thisreasoning seems flawed. 

Segregating cars from 
people is a dandy idea, but 
where exactly do trustees 
think the anticipated influx 
of students will be taught? 


Our campus’ capacity 
hasn’t been adjusted to 
accomodate Tidal Wave II. 
Will fledgling students be 
thrown out-of-doors to re- 
ceive theircollege education? 
If this is the case, we should 
warn incoming freshmen to 
invest in a bottle of Scotch 
Guard, because the lawns get 
awfully wet during the win- 
ter.

Water ski team looks to 98 Nationals

The Sacramento State water ski 
team continues to be among the 
top teams in the Western Confer- 
ence, After a string of 13 consecu- 
tive national championship ap- 
pearances and eight conference 
titles was broken two years, the 
Hornets have returned to winning 
form. 

The men’s slalom team of Bran- 
don Westling, Brent Chancellor, 


Mat Lucas, Cory Schaefer and . 


anchor man J.R. Wheeler beat 
highly touted Arizona State for 
the men’s conference champion- 
ship slalom team title. 

Wheeler, skiing with a pulled 
hamstring, won the individual title, 
and went undefeated for the sea- 
son. 

“J.R. is the most mentally tough 
skier on our team,” coach Brian 


Dulgar said. “I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if he breaks the conference 


record next year.” 

The men’s jump team of Westling, 
Eric Lloyd, Lucas, Schaefer and Chris 
Phillips all skied to personal bests for 
a third-place finish. Phillips also won 
the individual jump title at the Sky 
Lake Classic tournament. 

With the 
wakeboards in collegiate skiing, 
Lucas and Aaron Cox both landed 
flips and were high-point scorers for 
the men’s trick team. 

According to Dulgar, it was the 
women’s team that showed the most 
determination to bounce back. The 
women’s team won the overall title 
at the Sac State regional warm-up 
tournament. Then they absolutely 
dominated all the other women’s 
teams at Chico State’s Sky Lake 
Fall Classic. 

The women’s slalom team of Jenell 
Nederveld, Carrie Lea, Wendy 
Anderson, Bridget Kennelly, Rachele 
Bristow and Leslie Ager all skied 
personal bests on their way to the 


introduction of 


slalom team title, while Ager and 
Bristow placed second and fourth 
respectively. 

Sac State’s women’s trick team 
of Aundria Garbiso, Anderson, 
Lori Hoffman, Christy Samioville 
and Ager also dominated while 
taking the women’s trick title. 

The women’s jump team, an- 
chored by the second and fifth 
place finishes of Juliet Cresto and 
Anderson along with consistent 
performances of Amber Ander- 
son and Nederveld, allowed the 
women’s team to decisively clinch 
the overall title. 

“This team is the best of both 
worlds,” Dulgar said. “They’re ex- 
perienced and committed to work- 
ing hard. They want to see just 
how good they can be.”

It made Bobcat 
wide receiver Tony Vallez look even 
better. 

Vallez caught 10 passes for 230 
yards, a Montana State record for 
receiving yards in a single game. 

“T don’t think this kind of day is 
something you plan on,” Vallez said. 
“You just come out and play. If stuff 
works, it works.” 

The victory and the record were 
extra special for Vallez. About 50 
friends and family members drove up 
from Kerman, a small town just out- 
side Fresno, to watch him play. 

The Hornet offense has not been 
able to gather itself since the over- 
time loss to Cal State Northridge on 
Oct. 25. 

‘Since Northridge, we haven’ thad 
a passing game,’ Hornet head coach 
John Volek said. 

Hornet quarterback A.J. 
Bernhardt was yanked in the third 
quarter after throwing his second 


interception of the game. ‘This sea- 
son Bernhardt has thrown twice as 
many interceptions (16) as touch- 


downs (8). On the night, Bérnhardt 


completed just 3 of 13 passes for 38 
yards. 


The only Hornet score came inthe , 


fourth quarter, when freshman quar- 
terback Scott Towne completed a 24- 
yard pass to Sheridan Mitchell, Scott 
Brown’s extra point attempt was 
blocked. 

All three Hornet quarterbacks 
saw playing time, but none of them 
was even marginally effective. On 
the night, Sacramento State com- 
pleted just six of 23 passes for 83 
yards. 

In their second season in’the Big 
Sky Conference, the Hornets have 
been plagued with injuries and have 
had to rely on inexperienced, young 
talent. 

“There are not too many teams in 
this league that are playing this many 
freshmen,” Volek said.
